Flash is a New York Jets 
quarterback, Dale is a Lois Lane type eharae*. 
ter, ami Dr. Hans Zarkov, another member of 
the group, is a discredited NASA scientist. 
The script has sort of a "camp" feel to it. Ii 
other wores, like the movie is not really ta- 
ken seriously, A good example of "carp" is the 
television show Batman. The movie boasts goei 
special effects, anfi excellent music by the 
rock group Queen. Most of the movie's sets ans
